ice. Mr. Ainsworth suffered a 
slightly injured hand during the 
battle with the fire. The water- 


pressure was very satisfactory. 
The loss is likely to exceed $20,000, 
covered by insurance.

NANTON DEFEATS MACLEOD| WHEAT POOL 


NEW SUPPORT — REPORT BY 
U. 8S. DEPARTMENT ON CROPS | 
IN AUSTRALIA AND ARGEN- 
TINA 


Winnipeg, Dee. 14—(Can. Press) 
~The Canadian wheat pool today | 
found new support for its “watchful | 
waiting” policy in the report by the! 
United States department of agri-| 
culture on wheat crops in Australia 
and Argentina, issued yesterday. The 
Washington estimate places the com- 
bined yield of the two countries at 
200,000,000 bushels less than last 
year. ¥ 

“The statement from Washington 
is indeed encouraging,” commented 
Geo, MclIvor, general sales manager 
of the Canadian wheat pool. “It is 
the first time that an official United 
States government report on the 
present situation has quoted actual 
figures indicating the drastically 
reduced exportable crop. And it is 
especially satisfying that the Wash- 
ington statistics correspond so exact- 
ly with those of the wheat pool.” | 

Since early in the crop season, | 
when forecasts pointed to reduced 
yield, the wheat pool has refused to 
export wheat at prices so low. The 
Canadian co-operative body pointed 
to the fact that purchasers expected 
western farmers would be forced to 
dump their wheat for the market due

to the heavy carryover from the 
record 1928 yield. And the pool in- 
sisted, and still insi that the 


world wheat situation justified high- 
er values than those ruling at pres 
ent. 

At Calgary, Alberta, on November 
30, Mr. MelIvor quoted Argentine 
and Australian crops at 210,000,000 
bushels and 105,000,000 bushels re- 
spectively in his annual review of 


the wheat marketing year c 
that time, revised records at the 
wheat pool office have cut the 


Argentine yield to 187,000,000 bus 
hels and that of Australia to 104,- 
000,000 as a result of late 
from correspondents, 
“Carryovers in the two countries 
are estimated at the five year 
average, and only 86,000,000 bushels 
remain to be exported up to the end 
of July, 1930. The figures compare 
poorly with the total of 269,000,000 
bushels shipped from Argentine and

Australia between December 12, 
1928, and July 31, 1929. Moreover 
carryovers will undoubtedly be less 


than the average, due to the fact 
that world importers, we estimate, 
require 770,000,000 bushels during 
the current crop year—while, on a 
basis of average carryover, only 
680,000,000 bushels of wheat will be 
available for export.” 

The statement from Washington 
that “the crops for the two countries 
(Argentina and Australia) probably 
will be less than 300,000,000 bushels, 
as compared with 500,000,00 bushels 
harvested last year,” tallied with 
wheat pool estimates.

PACT FAIR TO ALBERTA 


Winnipeg, Dec. 18.—The agree- 
ment, returning to Alberta her na- 
tural resources, is very fair from the 
standpoint of the province, and I am 
well satisfied with it,” Premier J. E. 
Brownlee of Alberta declared on his 
arrival in the city, 

“The transfer means more to Al- 
berta than the other provinces,” Hon. 
Mr. Brownlee added, “for the reason 
that our resources have not been 
alienated to the extent that the other 
provinces’ resources have. It also 
means a lot to Alberta to have con- 
trol of her oil resources at their 
present stage of development.”

CANADA MAY ADOPT HOOVER 
SCHEME TO PREVENT 
IDLENESS 


Ottawa, Dee. 17, (Special to The 
Times) — Will Canadian govern- 
ments, federal, provincial and muni- 
cipal, will Canadian railroads and 
Canadian industry unite to maintain 
busiess levels and to defeat un- 
employment in the Dominion? 

This problem which is now receiv- 
ing deep study here, has been pre- 
cipitated by the determined effort of 
President Hoover in the United 
States to build up a unique and ef- 
fective defense against business de- 
pression and unemployment. 

He proposes to overturn the old 
order of procedure; to spend less in 
times of buoyant business and bulg- 
ing revenues, to build up reserves, 
and then, when business recedes, to 
take up the slack by expanding 
public works, by railway works and 
through construction activities in 
general, 

Mr. Hoover obviously foresees less 
buoyant conditions threatening now. 
To meet them he has called in the 
great bankers, urging them to con- 
tract credits no more than is essen- 
tial to safety. He has called in rail- 
way and industrial magnates and 
urged them to proceed with planned 
expansions, even with those con- 
templated for later materialization. 

His message to the Governors of 
the 48 States explains his thought, 

It says: 

“With a view to giving strength to 
the present economic situation and 
providing for the absorption of any 
unemployment which might result 
from the present disturbed condi- 
tions, I have asked for collective ac- 
tion of industry in the expansion of 
construction activities and in stabil- 
ization of wages. As I have publicly 
stated, one of the largest factors 
that can be brought to bear is that 
of the energetic, yet prudent pur- 
suit of public works by the Federal 
and State, municipal and county 
authorities. 

“The Federal Government will 
exert itself to the utmost within its 
own province and I should like to 
fee] that I have the co-operation of 
‘yourself and the municipal, county 
and other local officials in the same 
direction. It would be helpful if 
road, street, public building and 
| other construction of this type could 
be speeded up and adjusted in such 
fashion as to further employment.” 

The response thus far appears to 
have been unanimously favorable to 
his appeal, four national farmers’ 

| organizations being among the 
earliest to enlist their support. In 
' the case of farmers, as with individ- 
ual industries, non-inflation of inter- 
jest rates was essential to the success 
of their co-operation, 

The whole movement is being 
| prosecuted on the theory that 
| though some measure of unemploy- 
jment is inescapable, the general 
| situation can be controlled; that the 
| money spent in such wages finds its 
way back through the channels that 
| loosened it. In short money runs on 
an endless chain, The wages paid 
out on what may be work otherwise 
prematurely undertaken employs not 
only those who receive it first, but, 
through them, maintains others in 
most remote occupations and keep 


}the wheels of both industry and com- 


vantage of the next natural buoy- 
ancy in business. 

The conditions which actuate Mr. 
Hoover in the United States have 
their repercussion in Canada and his 
remedy s being studied for its ap- 
plicability to this country. A less 
elastic budget system for Govern- 
ments in Canada presents difficul- 
ties. Works not completed within 
the fiscal year for which the money 
was voted must again be authorized 


or completed. If the Hoover plan 
proves really effective a means of 
over-coming the annual budget 
could be found. The real trouble 
here is that no community is willing 
to wait for. depressed times for 
authorized works.
